ministrative abilities  were  certainU  <»pi  to 
•how  up  in  clear  detail.  Now  returning,  one 
would  have  considered  that  the  services  of 
*ome  such  s'cteran  could  have  been  found 
available  in  this  mstame  If  the  hospital 
board  has  found  it  necessary  to  look  over  the 
beads  of  some  ibiriy  applicants  to  selea  an 
United  States  citiren  who  is  already  employed 
elsewhere,  that  would  lead  to  the  primary

Victoria  probably  know*  a lot  more  about 
sailors  beards  than  Windsor  They  have 
never  been  entirely  an  oddity  in  this  naval 
and  seafaring  community,  and  the  occasional 
seaman  can  still  be  seen  at  the  corner  of  'lates 
and  Douglas  of  an  evening  complete  with 
Van  Dyke  or  square-cut  whiskers  As  citizens 
of  this  city  remember,  beards  sprouted  with 
astonishing  vigor  at  times  during  the  war 
not  to  speak  of  handle-bar  moustavhes  and 
other  temporary  eccentricities  As  a matter 
of  fact,  the  sireeu  of  Victoria  are  much 
duller  since  the  men  in  uniform  took  their 
peculiarities  back  into  the  obscurity  of  plain 
clothes 

On  the  whole  the  unadorned  chin  has 
come  back  into  its  own.  with  all  its  pristine 
freshness.
